Beach amateur(sic) broadcast station operating on 600kHz. A 25-year 
old auto mechanic, John Hart, operated the unlicensed station from 
his mobile trailer as a hobby. He ran 15 watts to a long wire strung 
between several telephone poles. Hart broadcast music and trailer 
park news to his neighbors and used the call letters of an old Ports- 
mouth radio station, WCVU, that is no longer in business. WCVU 
proved very popular in the park, until the FPP(Federal Party-Pooprers ) 
Showed up on Friday the thirteenth, no less. Hart could have faced 
up to $10,000 in fines and a year in jail if convicted of illegal op- 
eration of a radio station but was let off by Jerry Freeman, Engineer- 
in-Charge, with a formal warning. (ED- The part I dislike intensely, 
is the reference to "amateur", above. The (sic) is mine. This unli- 
censed person operated in the broadcast band with a broadcast call, 
yet the W5YI Report says "amateur." An amateur is a non-professional, 
a person who loves what he is doing without compensation, and, altho’ 
we find the connotation eee wicee(alacee that he is a tyro, novice, 
or neophyte, this reference should not be in a publication addressed 
to legal, licensed radio amateurs, W5YI, please take note!
